WHY FAO WAS FORMED 


The idea for FAO was born in 1943 at Hot Springs, Va. President Rooseved 
called a meeting there to discuss food. Forty-four allied countries at wal 
representatives, for they realized how important food was in winning the w 
this meeting the nations pledged themselves to a second goal; after the 7 
won they would work together in attaining freedom from want, pot 


FAO now has a staff of about 500 workers from more than 40 nations. Mos 

workers are stationed at FAO's temporary headquarters in Washington, D. C 
work in regional offices around the world and in the various member coun:
